With respect to claims 1 and 14, in addition to other elements in the respective claim, 
the prior art does not teach a variable gain amplifier (VGA) having the gains of the 
VGAs are controlled using an RF power signals was generated by power detector and 
corresponds to the RF input signal, in conjunction with a bipolar gain/phase slope 
controller.
